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CEOP  PROSPECTS. 


Preliminary  estimates  indicate  an  increase  in  Bc-.mania  wheat  pro- 
duction over  th3,t  of  last  year  d-q::  the  barley  and  oat  crops  are  esti- 
mated below  those  of  last  year  despite  the  fact  tnat  the  barley  acreage 
is  about  U  per  cent  greater,  according  to  a  telegram  received  by  the 
United  States  Department  01  Agriculccxe  on  August  11  from  the  Interna- 
tional Institute  of  Agricul rare  at  Rome. 

The  wheat  crop  is  estimated  at  106,55b,00C  bushels  com.pared  with 
82,532,000  bushels  last  year.    This  is  an  increase  of  23,97^,000  bushels 
or  nearly  29  per  cent.     Barley  production  is  estloaated  at  32,673,000  bu- 
shels compared  with  SU, 710,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  2,037,000  bushels 
or  about  2.5  per  cent.     The  oat  production  is  estimated  at  63,39^,000 
bushels  compared  with  36,130,000  last  year,  a  decrease  of  17,236,000 
bushels  or  about  20  per  cent. 

Condition  of  the  corn  crop  is  reported  as  excellent  by  a  radio- 
gram from  the  same  source  on  August  I3. 

Cereal  crops  in  the  Netherlands  ■  show  large  increases  especially 
rye,  barley  and  oats  over  last  year,  according  to  a  cablegram  received 
on  Augast  11  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome. 
Wa,rm  July  weather  improved  crops  but  root  crops  are  suill  somewhat  de- 
layed.    The  wheat  crop  is  now  estims,ted  at  5,339,000  bushels  compared 
with  5,236,000  last  year,  rye  25,U0iJ.,000  compared  with  13,252,000  bushels, 
barley  3,193,000  bushels  compared  with  2,366,000  and  oats  25,99^,000  com- 
pared with  17,075,000  bushels. 

The  Netherlands  potato  crop  is  estimated  at  31,933,000  bushels 
compared  with  124,523,000  bushels  in  1922,    This  is  a  decrease  of 
U2, 535,000  bushels  or  about  3^  pei'  cent.     The  sugar  beet  crop  is  estimated 
at  1,839,000  short  tons  compared  with  2,035,000  short  tons  last  year,  a 
decrease  of  lU6,000  tons  or  about  7  per  cent. 

The  Belgi-gm  cereal  harvest  hg. s  been  somewhat  hindered  by  the 
weather  and  is  far  from  completed,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  on 
August  13  from  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.    The  season  has 
been  good  for  root  crops.     The  oat  crop  in  Belgium  is  estimated  at 
36,376,000  bushels  compared  witn  35,733,000  bushels  last  year.     This  is 
only  a  slight  increase  over  1922.     -he  potato  production  is  estimated  at 
99,9*^2,000  bushels  compared  with  1UU,U53,CC0  bushels  last  year.     This  is 
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a  decrease  of  U^, 511,0^0  bushels  or  about  30  per  cent.    The  sugar  beet 
^3roduction  is  estimated  at  1,993,000  short  tons  compared  with  1,873,000 
tons  in  1922.     This  i s  an  increase  of  120,000  tons  or  about  5  P^r  cent. 

In  Bulgaria  the  weather  during  July  was  unfavorable  to  harvest' 
and  much  da-ma-ge  to  cereal  crops  resulted  from  heavy  rains  and  hail.  Not- 
withstanding this  the  harvest  was  almost  completed  on  August  9  3-^^  thresh- 
ing has  begun.    Yields  are  reported  as  good  generally  and  very  good  for 
spring  cereals.     The  com  crop  is  estimated  at  22,007,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  19,302,000  bushels  last  year.    This  is  an  increase  of  2,205,000 
bushels  or  about  11  per  cent. 

In  For  tugs.  1  the  wheat  and  rye  crops  show  large  increase  s  over  last 
year's  crops.     The  wheat  crop  is  estimated  at  12,970,000  bushels  in  1923 
compared  with  9,732,000  last  year.     Tnis  is  an  increase  of  3,1SS,000  bu- 
shels or  about  32  per  cent.    Eye  production  is  forecasted  at  5,33^,000 
bushels  compared  with  2,36l,OCO  bushels  last  year.     Tliis  is  an  increase 
of  2,993,000  bushels  or  a  crop  more  than  twice  that  of  1922. 

In  Latvia  the  rye  cro£  is.  estimated  at  11,  glO,  OOP  bushels  compared 
with  7,397,000  last  year.     Tliis  is  an  increase  of  i4-,Ul3,000  bushels  or 
about  59  per  cent. 

Engli sh  crop  acreage  decreases .     Slight  decreases  in  the  acreage 
sown  to  the  principal  crops  in  England  and  Wales  are  indicated  by  the 
preliminary  statement  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  cabled 
to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agi-iculture  on  August  11  by  its  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  at  London. 

The  v;heat  acreage  this  year  is  estim.ated  at  1,7^+1,000  acres  com- 
pared with  1,967,000  acres  in  1922.     Barley  acreage  is  1,329,000  compared 
with  1,364,000;  the  oats  acreage  is  1,794,000  compared  with  2,137,000;  and 
the  acreage  sown  to  potatoes  is  estimated  at  466,000  acres  compared  with 
561,000  acres  last  year.     All  of  these  crops  show  decreased  acreage  but 
the  largest  is  for  wheat  where  the  decrease  is  226,000  acres  or  about  11 
per  cent. 

The  preliminary  forecast  of  production  indicates  slight  decreases 
fr  om  last  year's  production  for  wheat  and  barley  but  a  considerable  in- 
crease for  oats  despite  the  smaller  acreage.     Tlie  wheat  production  is  esti- 
mated at  37,198,000  bushels  compared  with  62,^96,000  Dushels  last  year. 
This  is  a  decrease  of  5,298,000  bushels  or  about  3  per  cent.    The  forecast 
of  barley  production  is  U^;,  3^5,000  bushels  compared  with  44,613,000  last 
year.     This  is  only  a  slight  decrease  of  about  2b3,000  oushels.     The  oat 
forecast  is  92,582,000  bushels  compared  with  37,640,000  last  year.  This 
is  an  increase  of  4.9U2,0C0  bushels  or  nearly  6  per  cent. 

Canadian  wheat  crop  382. 500. OOP  busnels.     Canadian  wheat  crop  con- 
dition on  July  31  indicates  a  production  of  332,514,000  bushels,  according 
to  a  telegram  received  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on 
August  11  from  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  at  Ottawa.    The  production 
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last  year  was  399  7S6,000  bushels.    This  is  a  decrease  of  17,272,000  bu- 
shels from  last  year's  crop  despite  the  fact  that  the  acreage  this  year 
is  Ull,000  acres  more  than  last  year. 

Acreage  figures  have  been  revised  downv/ard  from  last  month  except 
in  the  case  of  barley,  which  indicates  some  abandonment.    All  wheat 
acreage  is  reported  at  22,334,000  acres  compared  with  23,179,000  acres 
last  month  and  22,U23,C00  final  estimate  last  year.    Oat  acreage  is  re- 
ported at  13,396,600  compared  with  15,519,000  last  month  and  14,410,000 
last  year.    Barley  acreage  is  reported  at  2,735,000  acres  compared  with 
2,562,000  last  month  and  2,556,000  last  year.    Rye  acreage  winter  and 
spring,  is  reported  at  1,475,000  acres  compared  with  2,018,000  last  month 
and  2,  i05,000  last  year.'  This  is  a  decrease  of  5^3,000  acres  from  last 
month's  estimate.    Flax  acreage  is  reported  at  630,000  acres  compared 
with  565,000  last  year  and  potatoes  at  656,000  acres  compared  with  634,000. 

The  general  crop  conditions  on  July  3I  were  favorable,  especially 
in  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  where  wheat  and  oats  were  above  average.  In 
Manitoba  there  was  some  damage  to  wheat  during  July  by  rust  and  sawfly. 

The  oat  crop  on  the  basis  of  the  July  3I  condition  is  estimated  at 
443,659,000  bushels  compared  with  491,239,000  bushels  last  year.    The  bar- 
ley production  will  be  67,545,000  bushels  compared  with  71,565,000  bushels 
last  year.    Fall  rye  is  estimated  at  19,770,000  bushels  for  the  Prairie 
Provinces  only.    The  spring  rye  estimate  is  3,0i+9,000  bushels.    All  rye 
production  in  1922  was  32,373,000  bushels. 

The  flaxseed  crop  this  year  is  estimated  at  5,607,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  5,003,000  bushels  last  year.     The  potato  crop  will  be  56,251,000 
bushels  compared  with  55,7^5,000  bushels  last  year. 

Irish  wheat  is  well  above  average ,  according  to  a  radiogram  re- 
ceived August  13  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome. 
Conditions  indicate  a  good  barley  crop,    Oats  and  flax  have  improved  some- 
what during  last  month  but  potatoes  are  poor. 

Favorable  weather  i  s  reported  in  Czechoslovakia  during  July.  The 
cereal  crops  are  average,  corn  and  potatoes  are  fairly  good,  and  sugar 
beets  are  good,  according  to  a  radiogram  received  on  August  I3  from  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome, 

In  Italy  threshing  results  are  above  expectations,  especially  in 
the  northern  and  central  regions,  according  to  same  authority.  Corn, 
sugarbeets,  and  tobacco  have  been  damaged  considerably  oy  heat  and  drought. 

In  Lower  Egypt  the  weather  has  been  more  favorable  for  cotton  vege- 
tation growth  than  to  boll  formation,  especially  for  the  Sakellaridis 
varieties,  according  to  a  radiogram  received  on  August  I3  from  the  Inter- 
national Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     For  the  rest  of  Egypt  the  con- 
ditions generally  improved  during  the  latter  part  of  July  and  are  nov/ 
fairly  satisfactory.    The  probable  cotton  yield  for  all  Egypt  will  be  about 
307  pounds  per  acre. 
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In  Germny  the  f i-'st  part  of  -July  was  dry.    The  latter  part  was 
more  favorable  and  crops  improved  generally.     Cereals  are  reported,  to 
"be  very  satisfactory,  indicating  a  fairly  good  crop  of  grain  and  a  good 
crop  of  straw. 

Increased  acreage  in,  Argentina .  Unofficial  advices  indicate  an 
increase  of  about  10  per  cent  in  the  acreage  sown  to  wheat  and  flax  in 
Argentina. 

Reports  o_f  rain  have  come  from  all  parts  of  India  for  the  v^feek 
ending  July  25,  according  to  the  London  Grain  Seed  and  Oil  Reporter. 
Despite  the  rains  further  moisture  is  needed  in  portions  of  Gujerat  and 
the  United  Provinces.    Prospects  on  the  whole  are  greatly  improved. 

TRADE,  PRICE,  AND  PRODUCTION  NOTES. 

Germany  modifies  e xchange  regulations .     German  importation  of 
wheat  will  he  greatly  facilitated  by  the  modification  of  the  restrictions 
on  the  purchase  of  foreign  money.     Pull  purchase  power  has  been  granted 
to  certain  licensed  individuals  and  firms,  according  to  a  cablegram  re- 
ceived by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  August  10  from 
its  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  Berlin. 

The  former  ruling  restricted  the  amount  of  exchange  granted  by 
the  Reichbank  to  a  small  per  cent  of  the  amount  applied  for.    With  this 
restriction  the  continual  depreciation  of  the  mark  made  it  extremely 
hazardous  for  importers  to  purchase  foreign  grain  since  they  could  not 
cover  the  full  amomt  of  the  purchase  with  purchases  of  foreign  exchange 
on  the  same  day.     The  resulting  competition  for  domestic  grain  raised 
the  price  in  Germany  to  a  point  considerably  above  that  of  the  world 
market  price.    The  new  ruling  is  apparently  intended  to  alleviate  this 
situation. 

Germany;  wi  11  import  rye  from.  Russia.     German  grain  importers  have 
contracted  for  12,795,000  bushels  of  rye  from  Russia  to  be  delivered 
dioring  the  coming  year,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  August  5  ^7  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  its  representative  in  Berlin. 
The  German  Government  has  advised  the  United  States  Agricultural  Comm.is- 
sioner  that  the  contracts  have  been  made  and  that  part  payment  is  to  be 
icade  in  goods.

eggs  offered  on  the  London  market  during  the  first  half  of  1923  amounted 
to  30^  per  dozen  as  coropared  vith  36^3^  pe^  dozen  during  the  first  half 
of  1922.    Derjuark  is  the  most  important  foreign  contributor  to  the  British 
egg  supply.    During  the  first  six  months  of  I923  that  co'ontry  sent  the 
United  Kingdom  205189.^990  dozen.    The  next  countries  on  the  list  vrere  Egypt

half  of  1923*     Imports  from  Denmark,  The  Nethe-flands,.  Egj'pt  and  China  also 
show  increases.    Tlie  United  States  has  never  been  important  in  the  British 
egg  trade.    Imports  from  the  United  States  during  the  first  half  of  1923, 
hoT/ever,  am.ounted  to  7^^6,290  dozen  as  compared  I'-ath  30,^50  dozen  during  the 
same  period  of  last  year.    These  eggs  vrere  ir^rported  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  iivhen  prices  vjere  highest.    More  than  702. OCO  dozen  vere  shipped  in 
during  January,     Since  that  time  there  ha-ue  been  practically  no  American 
eggs  on  the  British  market*
